It needs nothing 
nore to foresee the similar effects of repeating the 
same ineasure now. 

If the friends of liberty and progression consent 
tu a restoration of the Missouri Compromise, they 
throw themselves into the rapids of the pro-slavery 
Niagara, just above the cataract, and there is no 
possibility of their escape. Ilaving conseated to 
make one compromise with slavery, it will be easi- 
er for them to make another, and another, and an- 
other, so long as any thing shall be left them to 
Ce kay rouinisce. 

Then, again, “what good would it do” to make 
“compromise” with an antagonist whose 
words and acts proclaim tuat he will not be bound 
by auy compromise? Tf a compromise forced up- 
onthe North by the South could not bind the 
South, how shail the South be bound by a compro- 
reel upon ithy the North?
